at retail at more than $1,200,000 were} 
charged yesterday against the Hotel 
Sherman company in a bill of informa- 
tion filed in the United States district 
court by District Attorney Charles F. 
Clyne. 

The bill,which has twenty-six counts. 
asserts that in five instances the com- 
pany purchased liquor for sale on per- 
mits from the collector of internal rev- 
enue without making a record for the 
prohibition officers, that in eighteen in- 
stances liquor was sold to persons with- 
out permits or with permits which were 
either bogus or which carried fictitious 
addresses, and that the company 
“rectified” or diluted 137 gallons of 
spirits without payment of a revenue 
tax of 30 cents a gallon. 


“Mere Technicalities.” 

The alleged violations, all of which 
are said to have occurred between July 
1, 1919, and June 30, 1920—just after 
the inaug tion of prohibition — were 
branded as “mere technicalities” by 
officials of the company last. night. 

“At the time these things occurred 
we were rather unfamiliar with the 
methods of bookkeeping we should 
use,” Frank Bering, vice president and 
general manager of the company, said. | 
“There are five counts alleging that 
we didn’t keep a record of sales. We 


about the actual deals mentioned, as 

they took place so long ago that I’ve 

forgotten the details, but I do know 

that our business was and is legitimate 

and lawful. 
Believe Permits 0. K. 

“ As to permits, in one case the gov- 
ernment alleges the permit was ‘false 
and fictitious.’ We have in our files a 
letter from New York saying that the 
permit was O. K. and the local prohi- 
bition officials were shown this particu- 
lar permit at the time. I think the 
other cases will be similar. As to fic- 
titious addresses, we have the permits. 
The whisky was delivered at the regu- 
lar wholesale price of $24 a gallon and 
the deal was regular in every way. All 
of the counts are technicalities.” 

The largest item on the government's 
list relates to the purchase of 176 bar- 
rels of whisky from the Louisville Pub- 
lic Warehouse company, without keep- 
ing a record. The smallest item re- 
ferred to the sale of two cases of 
whisky on a fictitious permit to M. 
Schwarz, 1317 West Chicago avenue. 

Here Is Sales Record.

Sees $3,000,000,000 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.]J—Louis P. Loucheur, former 
minister of liberated regions, declared 
tonight it was‘his belief that France 
never would be able to pay a sou of her 
debt to the United States. This state- 
ment was made at Lyons at a banquet 
of the industrial, commercial, and agri- 
cultural associations. 

“I say plainly,” declared M. Louw: 
cheaur, “that I believe we never will 
be able to pay a sou to America. I say 
it because there are Americans here, 
who, I hope, will cable my words 
across the seas. We never can pay 
the 15,000,000,000 francs ($3,000,000,000) 
we owe America with the added inter- 
| 

“America has all the gold, and we 
never could pay in goods on account 
of the customs barriers raised by the 
United States itself.” 

Will Make Germany Pay. 
- M. Loucheur addéd that David Lloyd 
George, the British prime minister, had 
agreed in principle to cancel France’s 
debt to Great Britain on condition 
that the United States annul Great 
Britain’s debt of 20,000,000,000 france. 
Referring to the question of repara- 
tion, M, Loucheur: said France was 
determined to make Germany pay to 
the utmost. 

“But what can Germany pay?” M. 
Loucheur asked, Germany must. éx- 
port in order to obtain gold, and the 
real problem is to determine how far 
Germany can export without flooding 
our markets. 

“I thought the goods might be im- 
ported here to the least detriment to 
our commerce were those goods that 
might be employed in the devastated 
regions, Hence the Wiesbaden agree- 


ment.” 
Chaos in Central Europe. 

The collapse of the exchange rates 
and the vagaries in the values of cur- 
rencies, in the view of M. Loucheur, 
were the basic causes of the economic 
crisis. 

“The collapse of exchange has 
caused the financial chaos in the cen- 
tral European nations, which is the 
cause of the existing economic dis- 
order,”’ the speaker declared.

Feb. 20.—[Spe 
clal.]—President Harding and Secre 
tary Hughes are preparing to make a 
determined stand for the doctrine of 
equal opportunity for American nation- 
als all over the world, particularly in 
the oil fields of the near east, where dis- 
crimination against American enter- 
prise exists. 

Secretary Hughes initiated this deter- 
mination in notes to Great Britain and 
the Netherlands some months before 
the arms conference. The jatter caused 
temporary abandonment of these repre- 
sentations which are now to be re 
newed., 

Not only in Mesopotamia, where the 
United States has been standing for its 
rights under the mandate accorded to 
Great Britain, but also in Persia, the 
Balkans, and the Turkish empire, the 
United States purposes to insist upon 
American nationals being accorded the 
same rights and privileges as are en- 
joyed by citizens of the allied countries. 

Harvey to Keep Ears Open at Paris.

COLLEGE SPORTS. 

President Alexander Meiklejohn of Amherst col- 
lege says that the paid coach is the worst danger 
to the development of general collegiate sports. 
The coach is most prominent in football. He is 
not more essential in that game than he is in 
rowing, or possibly in baseball, but he is more to 
the front in football than in any other game, so 
much so that sometimes he seems to obliterate 
the university. 

It is Yost’s team, Stage’s team, etc. With one 
or two exceptions little is known generally of the 
rowing instructors, and the professionals who train 
the college ball teams in the late winter are not 
much heard of in that activity, although they may 
be well known on the professional bal! field. 

Both football and rowing are highly specialized 
sports. It is doubtful if a football team could 
be developed to modern standards of play by the 
players themselves. A system of graduate coach- 
ing might do it, but only when the graduates have 
as much talent and as much leisure as the profes- 
sional coach, who himself is merely a graduate 
giving all his time to the profession of coaching.
